HAT will the world be like in a 
hundred years? Or in a thousand 
years? Will it be a “ brave new world,” 
such as Aldous Huxley imagines?

They presented their future in words 
because there was no more suggestive 
medium im which to present them; but

An O'Casey Film

Spectacular effects, the latest swing 
music, and a great deal of good dancing 
are the principal ingredients of ‘‘ Swing 
Time” at the Savoy.

In a large number of the mills, 
factories and other industrial undertakings 
the electrical work is at this very moment 
being carried out with imported labour, either 
of British or other Continental origin. This 
is an aspect that parents must bear in mind. 
They have no assurance that the protected 
industries in this country will uot spend their 
money abroad and employ foreign electrical 
labour, in spite of the fact that we in the 
electrical industry in this country are com- 
pelled to buy the products of those factories, 
and are denied access to world markets for 
our personal and business requirements. 


A LIBEL 


“On making enquiries about this two 
reasons have been given: (1) the high cost 
of Irish labour, and (2) Irish contractors are 
not competent to carry out the work required. 
While the former is true, due to the higher 
standard of social and other services in the 
Irish Free State, the latter is a gross libel, 
both on the contractors and on the men. 

“ We in the Irish Free State,” he said, 
“have trained our men along proper lines, 
and it is nothing short of a scandal that 
imported labour should be used to carry out 
electrical work; that contracts should be 
placed outside the country; that all the profits 
on material, labour and other services are 
taken away, and no citizen of the Irish Free 
State benefits to the extent of one penny.

Mr. T. J. Gallagher, Chairman of the Elec- 
trical Contractors’ Association, dealing with 
the question of employment, said that the 
State could do little to reduce unemployment 
if employers continued to search for means to 
reduce the number of workers by the use of 
labour-saving machinery.

IRELAND’S OLDEST 
WOMAN 


- 


In a bright, cheery ward of the Hospice for 
the Dying, Harold's Cross, I chatted with 
Miss Hannagh Farrell, the oldest woman in 
Ireland, who to-day celebrates her 112th 
birthday. 

Born at “ The Glen,” Rathfarnham, on 
January 19, 1825, she was one of a family of 
nine. All her brothers and sisters are dead. 
She has lived in the reign of six Sovereigns— 
William [V.j Queen Victoria, King Edward 
VIL., George V., Edward VIII., and George 
VI. She remembers the days before railways, 
and when the first train ran from Dublin to 
Dun Laoghaire. 

One of her early recollections is of seeing 
Daniel ©’Connell. At one time she was 
employed in a Dublin shop, where she worked 
for over twenty years, during which time ‘she 
walked daily to her work, a distance of over 
two miles. Miss Farrell has never been out 
of Ireland, and she never has been in a ‘bus. 
She does not approve of the present day 
girls’ fashion of cutting their hair. Miss 
Farrell is very particular about her own hair, 
which she ‘dh herself. 

One of her great dislikes is cats, which 
she says is unusual, as all old maids like cats, 


OLD DUBLIN SOCIETY 
——- 


At the weekly meeting of the Old. Dublin 
Societv, held last night, Mr. B. P. Bowen, 
B.Sc., read an unpublished paper of the late 
P. J. McCall entitled “The Shadow of 
Christ Church.” This work was intended to 
be a companion volum: to his book “The 
Shadow of St. Patrick’s.’’ The Old Dublin 
Society is indebted to Mrs. McCall, through 
whose courtesy the paper was read. It was 
an exhaustive history of one of the oldest 
and most historic portions of the city—the 
streets immediately surrounding the cathedral. 
After tracing the history ol the cathedral 
since its foundation, the paper gave a history 
of Skinner’s Row (now Chnst Church place), 
the Black Dog Prison at Cornmarket, the 
High Cross at the iunction of the four streets 
at the cathedral, Fishamble street, the Cage 
Houses in Patrick street, the Round Tower 
and the Old Theatre at Werburgh street, the 
Guild Hall at Winetavern street, and the 
laneway at the back of the cathedral, known 
as Hell. In connection with ‘ Hell,’ the 
bee guotes Robert Burns, who, in one cí 
Is poems, wrote :— 

‘But this that I am gaun to tell 

Which lately on a night befel, 
Is just as true as the deil’s in hel 
or Dublin City!” 

Reference also was made to Chancery lane, 
with its memories of Napper Tandy, Henry 
Grattan, Emmet, and Mangan. The paper 
concluded with an account of some old 
schools of Dublin, and some sixteenth and 
seventeenth century advertisements.

TARIFF PROTECTION 


“The stage was set for this big under- 
taking by the imposition of tariffs on com- 
modities which were capable of being pro- 
duced at home, in ordet to guarantee, to a 
certain extent, the home market for the 
home producer. Many other countries, in- 
cluding our next-door neighbour, . used .the 
same system of strong protection. for the self- 
same reasons as we did. The only difference 
was that where English industrialists were 
fully prepared we were not. In fact it 
happened that the English industrialists were 
also prepared to avail themselves of oppor- 
tunities provided by our closed markets. 

‘‘In order to explain the reason for the 
existence of the Federation and the necessity 
for the National support of its members a 
brief exposition of the development of our 
industries is necessary. National manufac- 
turers were given little time to prepare their 
enterprises. What was the result? Outside 
interests which had formerly been content to 
import their goods finding themselves deprived 
of an easy market quickly took advantage of 
the position to set up branch concerns here in 
order to hold this market. In other words, 
they were . forced to manufacture. The 
national interests were not organised and con- 
trol of the many new industries passed into 
the hands of outside concerns. That con- 
trol has expanded over four years despite 
legislation to curb it. Meantime the Federa-

Mr. Baldwin’s Session 


The British Parliament re-opens to-day 
to face an arduous, and possibly a stormy. 
session. There is much work to be done. 
The Duke of Windsor must be provided 
with an allowance, and many members 
certainly wil] take advantage of the debate 
to air their private views on the subject 
of the Monarchy, the Press, the divorce 
laws, Mr. Stanley Baldwin’s Government 
and the Archbishop of Canterbury. A 
bill to deal with the “ special areas ” will 
be moved—which will permit any amount 


of plain speaking on unemployment, the 


Government's energy or supineness, pro- 
tection, State assistance and ‘‘ sweated ”’ 
labour. On a note that is very familiar 
to us in Ireland, there will be a little 
matter of the adjustment of the cost of 
unemployment relief between Government 
and local authorities. There will be talk— 
although it is unlikely to come to any- 
thing—about Empire settlement; and 
there will be various measures to deal 
with mining royalties, fixed trusts, bogus 
clubs and tramp shipping. None. of these 
subjects, however. is likely to cause Mr 
Baldwin and his Government any loss of 
sleep. The day which they dislike and 
fear is the day when they must explain 
the progress of their arrangements for 
national: defence; for on that day it is 
more than probable that they must face 
‘sssaults from both sides of the House. 
Labour will take its conventional line. 
It. will pour scorn on the Conservative 
doctrine that a nation’s best insurance 
against war is a strong Army, Navy and 
Air Force. It will urge, convincingly 
enough, that the money which Great 
Britain is spending on armaments could 
be spent to much better purpose on 
comforts for the poor. It will point to 
national bankruptcy as the inevitable end 
of all this waste of money. It will assure 
the Government that, if only Great 
Britain. will burn her aeroplanes, scuttle 
her battleships and demobilise her fighting 
forces, the other nations will fall over one 
another in the rush to do likewise. Mr. 
Baldwin will listen to all these argu 
ments, but he will not be convinced; for 
Labour’s strength in the House of 
Commons is not sufficient to cause him a 
moment's alarm 

It will be different when Mr. Baldwin 
comes to face his own followers. Far too 
many of them are dissatisfied with the 
Government's defence plans. Last year, 
when the estimates for re-armament were 
issued, many Conservatives murmured 
that, large as those estimates were. 
they were not large enough. They said 
that Germany, Japan, Italy and the 
United States were re-arming themselves 
rapidly, and that Great Britain's pro- 
gramme, even: though it involved a virtual 
doubling of the Royal Air Force, was not 
sufficient to make up for the time that 


| she had lost during previous years. Never. 
tee 


theless, the Conservative grumblers con 
sented to be satisfied for the time being ; 


{and all might be well to-day with Mr. 


Baldwin if the programme had been ful 
filled.-" Unfortunately, it has not been 
| fulfilled. 


“and the Conservative “ die-hards '' will 
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want to know the reason, They are 
alarmed not only “by the comparatively 
slow rate of construction of aeroplanes, 


| but even more by the failure of the 


Government's recruiting plans. It does 
not matter to them that the Government 
hardly can be blamed if the young men of 
Great Britain prefer the “' dole ” to the 
King’s shilling: they will insist that the 
Government ought to have done something 
about it. We do not envy Mr. Baldwin's 
plight, and we understand why he has 
been heard, in an occasional pathetic 
“ aside,” to hanker after the powers of a 
totalitarian dictator. His only consola- 
tion is that these Conservative revolts. 
never amount to very much. There were 
all the makings of a serious mutiny three 
years ago over the Government of India 
Bill; but Mr. Baldwin restored order by 
a simple threat to resign office and leave 
Parliament to the wolves—a technique 
which, perhaps, he has borrowed from 
Viscount. Craigavon. Yet Mr. Baldwin 
was a more popular person then than 
he is to-day. It may happen that he 
will succumb to the combined effects of 
Labour attacks, Conservative dissatisfac- 
tion, and the grumbles of an electorate 
which discovers that a rise must be ex- 
pected in the income tax, rather than a 
decrease, 

For the Free State this well may prove 
to be an eventful session. The Dominions 
Secretary is expected to-day—at the 
session's very outset—to make a statement 
on his. conversations of last week with 
Mr. de Valera. He is unlikely to say 
anything very definite; but, at least, a 
start has been made, and the session ought 
not to end without a rapprochement of one 
kind or another between the two countries. 
It. is idle to that Great 
Britain cares about the 
Free State. Her new preoccupation with 
her own defences has revealed to her the 
vital need of a friendly Savrstdt—both as a 
source of food supplies and as a base for 
operations in the event of war. The 
economic conflict has not crushed the Free 


pretend 
nothing 


State, although it has damaged it seve- 
fely; its chief result has been to 
render a political rapprochement more 
dificult, and the statesmen of Great 
Britain realise now that there is need of 
a. new understanding, based on mutual 
advantage, which will bind each nation 
steadfastly to the other, They realise also 
that this new-arrangement must be on a 
basis of give and take—that, in a sentence, 
the restoration of good feeling demands 
diplomacy rather than appeals either to 
force or to sentiment. In the circum- 
stances, it would be a political triumph 
to arrange peace with Ireland, and, just 
possibly, would strengthen Mr, Baldwin's 
hand for his battle with his Conservative 
jollowers. There is no need to speak of 
the effect that such a settlement would 
have on Mr. de Valera’s prestige in 
Ireland: that aspect of the situation is un- 
likely to weigh heavily with Great Britain. 
Undoubtedly, the great mass of the House 
of Commons would welcome the conclusion 
of ‘hostilities ” with the Free State, and 
Mr: Baldwin would regain some of his 
sorely-needed prestige. Will he make the 
effort? Perhaps, we shall have an inkling 
of his policy from the lips of Mr. Malcolm 
Macdonald to-day.

School Broadcasts 


For a week now those schools in Saorstat 
direann which could either own or borrow 
a wireless receiving set have been hear- 
ing a daily broadcast from Athlone, 
and, although the time has not yet 
come for any final evaluation of the 
programme, the innovation certainly must 
be welcomed. It is to the credit of Dr. 
Kiernan that since his appointment to the 
post of Director of Broadcasting he has 
kept the schools continuously in mind. 
Last year he made a tentative start with 
school programmes, when he had broad- 
cast from Athlone a. series of musical 
recitals by. the Army Band, directed by 
Colonel Fritz Brasé. These programmes 
consisted of comparatively simple music, 
such as might be expected to appeal to 
school children, and they were introduced 
by short talks by Colonel Brasé on the 
composers whose works were selected and 
upon the instruments in the band. The 
success of this experimental series of 
broadcasts has encouraged Dr. Kiernan to 
yo farther this year. Beginning a week 
ago there has been sent out from Athlone 
every aiternoon at half-past two, and 
usually lasting a half-hour, a programme 
specially designed for children, Every day 
the programme has been varied, as it also 
is for every alternate week. Thus, for the 
opening Monday programme the Ceilidh 
Band of the Metropolitan Gardai offered 
with explanations of the 
music and the dances. On Tuesday there 
were rhymes, songs and stories; on 
Wednesday ‘songs in Irish; on Thursday 
historical ballads and Bible stories in 
Irish; and on Friday simple bands for 
children with community singing in Irish. 
During the current week the broadcasts 
will comprise talks on mature study, folk- 
lore, and tales of the Irish counties; 
while the musical programmes will be 
given by children’s percussion bands, the 
Army Band, a school choir, and instruc-

The Muck-Rake 


In a letter to The Times, Mr. W. E. D. 
Allen raises a question of much import- 
ance to the public in general, and to the 
newspaper Press in particular. It seems 
that some little time ago Mr. Allen’s wife 
paid a casual visit to a London ‘phreno- 
logist, in company with a male member 
of the Royal family. This incident, 
occurring shortly after the abdication of 
King Edward VIII., immediately opened 
the sluice gates of rumour and innuendo, 
and Mayfair instantly was agog at what 
appeared to its jaded habetués to be yet 
another ‘‘scandal’’ in high places. As 
usual, certain foreign newspapers were 
crudely outspoken in their comments, but 
the British Press, almost without excep- 
tion, treated the rumours with the con- 
tempt which they deserved. Mr. Allen, 
however, states in The Times that his aged 
mother-in-law, who is in poor health, has 
been persecuted by the incessant atten- 
tions of newspaper reporters both on the 
telephone and at her halldoor. She has 
been reduced to a state of nervous exhaus- 
tion; and Mr. Allen announces that he 
“has arranged. for her protection and 
a warm reception for any further visitors.’’ 
We sympathise entirely with Mr. Allen, 
who protests against what he regards as 
an abuse of the liberty of the Press. This 
liberty is one of the most highly-cherished 
rights of democracy ; but there are times 
when certain newspapers, striving to outdo 
one another in their quest for colossal cir- 
culations, abandon all pretence at decency 
in their efforts to pander to the public’s 
lust for cheap ‘‘sensation.’’ Mr. Allen 
describes the methods of such newspapers 
as “an intolerable and _ ever-growing 
scandal.’’ Nobody’s privacy is respected. 


entire lack of delicacy, are sent to drag 
the muck-rake over the .most intimate 
affairs of individuals and families, and 
they are encouraged—even compelled—to 
write up their “ stories ’’ without any kind 
of restraint. This condition of affairs is 
part of the price that modern democracy 
must pay for the luxury of a cheap Press. 
There was a time when the British news- 
papers refused to sink to the level of 
America’s gutter sheets, and during the 
period before the recent crisis in England 
they set a notable example. Mr. Allen's 
protest, unfortunately, suggests that 
former standards of journalistic conduct 
are not being observed; and, although we 
should deplore any interference with the 
legitimate liberty of newspapers to gather 
news in their own way, we agree heartily 
with Mr. Allen that the abuses of which 
he complains are unbearable.

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Paying Pauses 


The British Broadcasting Corporation 
has discovered that the public pays it £85 
an hour for doing nothing—and, so far as 
the British Broadcasting Corporation can 
ascertain, pays it willingly. In the best 
regulated programme there comes a. time 
when the announcer expresses the hope 
that the next item will follow almost im- 
mediately. Listeners all over the world 
sit back with a contented sigh, secure in 
the knowedge that there will be silence for 
a period of two minutes, or if things are 
going really well, of five. From this point 
the mathematical calculation begins. In 
one year listeners subscribe £4,000,000 in 
licence fees ; and the B. B.C. broadcasts for 
approximately 48,000 hours during the 
year from its ten stations. Anybody can 
see from these two facts that the British 
Broadcasting Corporation gets £85 an hour 
for its services to the public ; and when we 
let it be known that the average time 
wasted per diem is sixty minutes the truth 
of our opening statement at once becomes 
apparent. How pleasant it would have 
been if the B.B.C. had continued to accept 
its bribe without fuss—to pocket its £85 
covertly, and to keep silent for one hour 
every day; and how alarming it is to 
learn that the B.B.C. suddenly has tuined 
righteous. The officials in Portland Place 
now are leaving no stone, and no minor 
official, unturned in order to inflict upon 
the public one continuous roar of sound, 
with never a pause from dawn till dusk. 
This whole uprush of activity is rather 
overdone. Why must the B.B.C. sud. 
denly try to remove the blessed delays 
between the end of one performance and 
the awful beginning of the next, when it 
was receiving good. money for those very 
intervals—and when people were only too 
eager to pay for the concession? Perhaps. 
the B.B.C. considers itself insufficiently 
rewarded for its silence, and is pressing 
for a higher rate of pay. Let us hope 
most devoutly that Radio Athlone will not 
be affected by the virus, and threaten the 
Free State in a similarly mg -handed 
fashion,

The Evening Standard remarks to-day 
that the sooner normal trading relations 
are restored between this country and the 
Irish Free State the better for both 
countries, The two countries are comple- 
mentary to a very great degree, an 
because of this nothing but good can come 
out of the free commercial intercourse ol! 
the two.. There is a danger, however, that 
the complementary nature may be sub- 
stantially lessened by the development, of 
manufacturing industries in Ireland 
‘behind the protection of tariffs. This 
would be a bad thing for Ireland and its 
people as a whole, although it may benefit 
a small minority of the Irish ; for instance, 
the manufacturers who have established 
new factories behind the tariff walls. 
Ireland has by nature been especially 
well fitted for agriculture, and England, 
with its concentrated population and its 
inadequate agriculture, provides Ireland 
with a ready, large, and easily accessible 
market for her agricultural produce. Eng- 
land, with her well established and highly 
organised manufacturing industries, her 
ready supplies of coal, and with the 
necessary skilled workers, is particularly 
well suited for meeting Ireland's reguire- 
ments of manufactured goods at the Jowest 
possible prices. 


The Spanish Embassy 


The Spanish Embassy here has departed 
from diplomatic precedent by setting up 
a Press Department, which has issued 
pamphiets of a propagandist character, 
the first being the report of the members 
of the House of Commons who went to 
Spain on a visit of inspection, and the 
other’ & “series 'of documents entitled 
“ Intellectuals and the Spanish Military 
Rebellion,” all written by a number of 
Spanish writers 1n favour of the Spanish 
Government. This publication of propa- 
gandist works by an Embassy is unfavour- 
ably commented upon by diplomatists, as 
‘the setting. up of editorial offices under 
the protection of diplomatic immunity is 
regarded as exceeding the norma! pro- 
cedure. ‘It is true that nearly all the 
Embassies here have their Press depart- 
ments, but the activity of these organisa- 
tions has hitherto been confined to intima- 
tions to the newspapers and occasional 
friendly gatherings with newspaper repre 
sentatives. :

The musical recitals at the Royal Dublin 
Society were resumed yesterday, and there 
were large audiences both in the afternoon 
and evening to welcome Miss Eileen Joyce, 
the young Tasmanian pianiste, who has 
during the last couple of years rapidly 
advanced into the first flight of recitalists. 
The young lady experienced a very unpleasant 
and upsetting crossing on Saturday night, 
from the ill effects of which, one regretted 
to hear, she had not recovered. On that 
account her manager at the afternoon recital 
claimed the indulgence of the audience for 
unavoidable changes in the advertised pro- 
gramme. Instead of the Toccata and Fugue 
of Bach, arranged by Max Reger, she played 
Prelude and Fugue in D of Bach, arranged 
by Busoni. Another little indulgence was 
that she played from the score works which 
normally she plays from memory, It eased 
the mental strain, but really in her work 
there was little to indicate that this young 
lady was suffering any indisposition. One 
was immediately impressed with her mastery 
of the instrument in her imposing treatment 
of the opening of the Bach Prelude. There 
was admirable precision in the touch, every- 
thing beautifully clear, and the quality of 
the tone warm and resonant. In the develop- 
ment of the subject she displayed a wonder- 
ful range of colour, the contrasts being very 
effectively drawn without rough edging. The 
use of the pedals was an object lesson to 
many young players one noticed in the 
audience. The Fugue was well developed, and 
here,as in the Prelude, one noted the fine 
sense of rhythm and the touch that kept the 
theme moving with such clarity. 

Miss Joyce also substituted the Haydn 
Sonata in E flat for the Chopin Sonata in 
B minor, No. 58. She was in the circum- 
stances wise as this second Sonata presents 
some of the most technically difficult of 
Chopin’s music. In the Haydn somehow one 
felt a little disappointed—the work was heau- 
tifully played and in the opening Allegro 
there were some very delicate moments, but 
the atmosphere seemed hardly intimate enough 
for Haydn. 

The mood of the Adagio was more satis- 
fying, and one liked the life and sparkle of 
the concluding Presto. Of the third group 
one was more satisfied with the Arabesque of 
Schumann, than with the Brahms Nois. 
mezzi Nos. 1 and 2, of Opus 118—the 
Schumann was very fanciful. 

A number of short pieces by Stavenhagen, 
Poulenc, Ravel and Friedman showed what a 
penetrating appreciation she has of the 
modernists, though of these smaller pieces 
one preferred her treatment of the Debussy, 
Reflets dans l’eau, which she interpreted 
with exquisite charm.

The adjourned application of Thomas J. 
Kelly for leave to appeal from his convic- 
tion and sentence of death on a charge of 
having murdered Patrick Henry, with whom 
he had lived at Boyle, Co. Roscommon, was 
listed in the Court of Criminal Appeal for 
the purpose of the hearing of witnesses in 
support of the application. 

At the sitting of the Court, the Chief 
Justice, who, with Mr. Justice Murnaghan 
and Mr. Justice Hanna, had heard the’ 
application during last term, announced that 
the appeal could not be heard that day, as 
Mr. Justice Hanna was unable to attend. He 
understood that the witnesses in the case 
were present, and he would like to have 
the opinion of Counsel regarding the date 
for the hearing.

Mr. Martin C. Maguire, K.C., who, with 
Mr. Kevin Haugh (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), appeared for the Attorney- 
General, said that he was entirely in the 
hands of the Court.

A SUSPENSORY SENTENCE 


Patrick Kinsella, 24, no fixed address, 
pleaded not guilty to breaking and entering 
the offices of Messrs. Hughes Bros., Lid., at 
Buckingham street, Dublin, on May 28, 1956, 
and stealing £17, and to stealing a safe, a 
van, and 20 bottles of milk, also the pro- 
perty of Messrs. Hughes.

Guard McDonagh, finger print expert, said 
that he compared a finger print found on the 
bottle with the finger prints taken from the 
accused man. He was satisfied beyond doubt 
that the finger prini on the bottle had been 
made by the right thumb of Patrick Kin- 
sella, the accused man. 

In reply to Judge Shannon, he said that 
he had seven years experience of finger prints, 
and possessed certificates from the Science 
Institute, Chicago, and from the head of 
the Department in Kilmainham. Frequently 
he examined 200 finger prints a day. 

The accused man, in evidence, denied the 
charges. 

The jury found the defendant guilty of 
breaking and entering and stealing £17, and 
not guilty of stealing the van, the safe and 
the bottles of milk. 

Judge Shannon imposed a suspensory sen 
tence of nine Be imprisonment, with 
hard labour, and bound him to be of good 
behaviour for two years. 

The Court adjourned until to-day at 11 
a.m.

CONVERSION CHARGE 


ALLEGED BUILDING 
CONTRACT 


(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 


Peter O’Toole, with an address at Upper 
Gardmer street, was charged with having, 
during 1934, fraudulently converted to has own 
use £450 entrusted to him by Margaret 
O'Toole, so that he might apply it to the 
erection of a house. 

Miss O’Toole said that she asked defendant 
if he could get a house built for £400. He 
said that he could, and suggested Blackhorse 
lane, They discussed the kind of house she 
wou) like, and some days later he showed 
her plans of. a house, which, he said, he 
could build to her satisfaction. Later she 
went to the Dramcondra branch of the Royal 
Bank, where she made arrangements for the 
transfer of £200 of her money to Peter 
O’Toole’s account in that bank. Some days 
later he brought her to Blackhorse road, 
where he showed her a building site on which 
some building mater’zls had been deposited, 
He told her that was where he was building 
the house. On the 14th May he sent her a 
form, which she signed and returned to him, 
authorising the bank to transfer a further 
sum of £200 fro.a her account to his, to help 
t > defray the cost of building. Occasionally 
she went to Blackhorse road, and saw build- 
ing in progress on the site O'Toole had 
pointed out. She then noticed that the 
building consisted of two semi-detached 
houses, and next time she saw (O'Toole he 
asked her to select which she would prefer. 
She selected one of the houses. He later 
suggested that the house would cost more to 
build: than he had anticipated, and on the 
14th July, 1954, he sent her another transfer 
order for £50, which she signed and returned 
to him. Some time later, when visiting the 
site, she saw the house which she selected 
marked for sale. The next time she saw 
O’Toole, about the end of November, he 
said that the house was finished, and she 
understood he referred to the house adjoining 
the one she had picked. She safd that the 
cost would be , and she refused to take 
a house at that price. He then proposed to 
build another near the same place at the 
agreed price, and said that it would be 
finished in the following June. They dis- 
cussed plans for the mew building, and he 
gave her a receipt for the money she had 
already paid him.

NATIONAL UNION’S 
DEMANDS 


Demands for a minimum of one full day's 
pay for all employes booked for Sunday 
duty, and for overtime pay at double rates 
where the period of overtime exceeds eight 
hours, were made at a meeting of railway- 
men, held on Sunday last under the auspices 
of the Dublin Council of the National Union 
of Railwaymen to consider the percentage of 
staff reductions, the superannuation scheme, 
and the revision of the National Agreement. 
It was decided that before any agreement 
relating to the wages . and condi- 
tions should be  ratisfied, it should 
be submitted to the rank-and-file for con- 
sideration. Further resolutions demanded 
that en should be passed to implement 
the ailway Pension Scheme, and that 
claims should be made for the loss of wages 
incurred by railway workers during the civil 
war period. 

Mr. J. Murray, of the Broadstone branch, 
advocated a revision of the existing agree- 
ments, which, he said, were becoming obso- 
lete in view of the changes taking place in 
the railway industry. 

Mr. J..Noctor said. that while increases 
had been gaimed by virtually every section 
of the working classes, railway workers were 
still far below the level of wages sufficient to 
enable them to live.
